GENERAL LIST 


Some of you have been disappointed to find no small sizes of the plants you 
want or to find us sold out. Since we can propagate most of our things only once 
a year and they will persist in growing bigger as time passes we cannot have small 
sizes all year round, nor can we always estimate correctly the demand for a particu- 
lar plant and have it in stock all year. Therefore we are listing usually only one 
size (occasionally two). We will have smaller and sometimes larger sizes available 
part of the year — ask us. 

ACHILLEA ageratifolia—an evergreen silver foliage edging plant with white 
flowers on 12 inch stems in spring. Not too much water on this and good 
drainage. 4’s — 80c. 

argentea—3-4 inch neat cut-leaf silvery mounds, effective all year with white 
flowers in summer. Does not like too much water. 4’s — 80c. 

filipendulina—3-4 feet, flat heads of yellow, summer, good cut flower, dries 
well. g.c. 

taygetea—11% {t., flat heads of sulphur yellow to cream, blooms spring to 
fall and: has good cut-leaf grey foliage. A very handsome plant, excel- 
lent cut flower. g.c. 

+tomentosa—Dwarf to 8 inches with dark green very cut foliage, yellow 

flowers all year if kept cut. 4s. 

AETHIONEMA coridifolium (Iberis jucunda) —4-10 inches, blue-grey fine 
foliage and pink flowers in spring. 4’s. rem 

Warley Rose—4-6 inches, blue green needlelike foliage, rose-pink flowers, 
spring, like a miniature Dahpne, likes good drainage. 4’s — 80c. 

+*AJUGA reptans—ground cover for shade, moisture, evergreen foliage, 3-4 inches, 

purple-blue spikes. Flats. q 

reptans alba—light green foliage, white flowers. Fts. — $4.00. 

reptans atropurpurea—bronze leaves, blue flowers. Fts. — $4.00. | 

reptans variegata—leaves splashed and edged creamy white, blue flowers.

ANTHEMIS Moonlight—to 21% feet, blooms profusely all summer, finely cut 
foliage, good cut flower. Pale, almost cream yellow daisy, very fine new 
variety, g.c. 


DWARF COLUMBINE 


*AQUILEGIA (Columbine) —to 3 feet, spring and early summer, ferny foliage, 
sun or shade. Should have old foliage cut to ground once or twice a year 
and will replace with clean fresh foliage in 2-3 weeks. We will try to have 
each year at least one good hybrid strain and some separate colors. Since 
separate colors are from seed, per cent of color accuracy cannot be guar- 
anteed and many prefer to select when in bloom. g.c. 

ARABIS—all dwarf to 4 inches for edging or wall, white flowers, freely produced, 
early spring, sun, shear severely after flowering. 
albida fl. pl.—covered with double white flowers, good cut. 4’s. Fts. — $4.50. 
albida variegata—single white flowers. Its golden variegated foliage and neat 
habit make this a good color bet all year. 4’s — 75c. 
ARENARIA montana—neat mounds 6-8 inches, profuse large white cups with 
flower stems slightly trailing, sun. 4’s. 

SARTEMISIA—with the exception of Tarragon the following are all grey foliage 
plants ranging in height from 10 inches to 4 feet and in grey tones from 
frosty white through silver to grey greens. All are handsome and useful 
in the garden—see various articles in Sunset Magazine. g.c. — $1.00 except 
Tarragon 4’s — 80c. 

absinthium—grey-green much cut foliage, 2 feet. 

albula Silver King—frost white sprays, good cut and dried for winter bou- 
quets. 

arborescens—grey much cut foliage, 3-4 feet. 

Dracunculus (Tarragon) —the famous flavoring herb. 

frigida Silver Mound—to 10 inches, sheer silver foam 12-15 inches across. 
Cut off flower heads to maintain symmetry. 

pycnocephala—grey green very tight but feathery foliage, 214 feet.

ASTERS (Michaelmas Daisies) —lovely autumn flowering plants, goed cut, sun, 
cut to ground alter flowering. May be pinched like Chrysanthemums to 
make compact growth. Best divided every other year. g.c.

Blue Cloud—lavender blue, profuse blooms in June and July. Cut back at 
once and get second bloom. 

Jean—an English import 18-24 inches. Soft deep blue semi-double large 
flowers. 

Marjorie—soft rose-pink to | foot in solid mass. 

Peter Harrison—11/-2 feet, good pink, early, will bloom twice if cut back 
promptly after flowering. 


HEIGHT 2-4 FEErT: 

Adorable—4 feet, large flower, deep clear pink. 

Beechwood Challenger—3 feet, August-Sept., crimson red. 

Harrington’s Pink—3 feet, September, deep clear pink. 

Mt. Everest—3-4 feet, white. 

Peace—one of the new large flowered, semi-double Asters. This one has 
flowers of lavender rose about 11% to 2 inches across. 

Plenty—same as Peace only color is real clear blue. 

violetta—violet-purple, very profuse, 3 feet, September. 


ASTER species 

alpellus Triumph—new to us, a large clear heliotrope on 8-10 inch stems 
with clear orange center. May-June. g.c. 

amellus Summertime—18 inches. This marvellous violet blue flower 2-3 
inches across belies its name of Summertime here at the nursery for it 
starts blooming in June and continues through September. g.c. 

Frikarti Wonder of Stafa—1-2 feet, covered all summer and autumn with 
lilac blue large daisies, cut to ground after flowering, g.c. — $1.00. 

subcaeruleus Star of Wartburg—15 inches. Bright lavender blue flowers 2-3 
inches across with intense yellow center. Good cut. May-July. g.c.

*AUBRIETA—lovely early spring edging plants, bloom profusely, give half 
shade and plenty of water in summer. Shear lightly after flowering for 
good foliage rest of year. Good for carpeting spring bulbs. 

Mixed seedlings—color range from pale lavender to red, flowers single, 
semi-double and double. 4’s. 


Purple Knoll—deep blue-violet. 4’s. 
Vindictive—rose-red, the nearest red we’ve had so far. 4’s. 


BAPTISIA australis—common in the Middle West and East this is the first 
time we have had this plant. Supposed to be tall to 4 feet with deep blue 
pea-shaped flowers. g.c. 


*CAMPANULA—profuse blue or white flowers, star shaped, or cup shaped, 
ranging in height from trailing dwarf to 4 to 6 feet, summer andatalls 
light shade or sun.

*CALCEOLARIA (variety not known) —this is a charming addition to the 
semi-shaded area, about 2 feet tall and wide, evergreen, with profuse 34 
inch slipper flowers. Comes in both yellow and bronze. 4’s. 
John Imnes—an English import with rosettes of foliage and clear yellow 
1 inch slipper flowers about a foot in height. Choice. 4’s. 


CARNATIONS—good outdoor types. We have two good reds this year with 
large flowers. g.c. — $1.00. 
Will Rogers—deep dark velvet red. 
Baldwin Red—light fire red. 


COTTAGE CARNATIONS—new race of hardy carnations, grassy foliage, 
spicily fragrant, June-October, 2-214 inch flowers on 15 inch sturdy stems. 
These are excellent garden subjects. g.c. — $1.00. 

Glistening White and White Reserve—both good. We will keep the best 
one. Give us your advice.

Armandti—evergreen, vigorous climber to 20 feet or more, pure white fra- 
grant flowers in clusters in spring. g.c. — $3.50. 

Henryi—deciduous, climbing to 10 feet, huge 6 inch white blooms, 2-3 
times a year if cut back after each flowering. Cut to ground early spring. 
g.c. — $2.00. 

Jackmanni—deciduous, climbing to 10 feet or more, purple flowers 2-3 times 
per year if cut back. ¢.c.— $2.00. 

Mme Eduouard Andre—deciduous, climbing to 8 feet, lovely rich red flow- 
ers. g.c. — $2.00. 

Nellie Moser—deciduous, 8-10 feet, large flowers orchid-colored with a deep 
rose bar down center of each petal. g.c. -- $2.00. 

Ramona—deciduous, climbing to 10 feet or more, large pale blue flowers 
2-3 times a year if treated like Henryi. g.c. — $2.00. 

Clematis culture—good drainage, cut back deciduous ones to within 8 inches 
of ground for second and third crop of flowers—feed when cut back with 
a good all-round general fertilizer.

Cneorum—2 feet, silvery-grey foliage and profuse pure white flowers one 
inch across all over the shrub June-October, drought resistant. g.c. — > 20, 
mauritanicus—trailer, profuse lavender-blue flowers, May-Oct. g.c. 


*CYCLAMEN neapolitanum—hardy, dainty miniature cyclamen, flowers in fall 
are pink and white. Lovely marbled foliage most of rest of year. Shade. 
4’s — 8bc. 


DELPHINIUM (Vetterle & Reinelt Strain) —It is our policy to carry a few 
Delphinium in gallon cans for the benefit of those who wish to select 
exact colors. g.c. 


DIANTHUS-—all low growing, profuse bloom, long season. 4’s — 75c. 

glacialis albus—tiny needle-like green tufts and white fragrant flowers, 6 
inches. 

latifolius Beatrix—pink double flowers in clusters for 9 months. Must be 
established to bloom well. Shear back in October or November half of 
green foliage to prevent stragely plants. 

latifolius Beatrix alba—white form of above. 

Mrs. Dina Weller—very compact growth covered with lavender-pink flowers 
with much deeper center ring, 6-inch, blooms May and June. 

Peggy—this is one you must have. Soft pink semi-double flowers and blue- 
grey foliage, 12 inches. Blooms March-November. 

Purity—a good companion to the above. Double pure white flowers, 12 
inches. 

Rose Cushion—a miniature with quantities of tiny pinks 4 inches above 
cushions of foliage. 

Tiny Rubies—4-5 inch stems of rose pink carnation-like flowers. Striking. 

Wallace Red—we have a good stock of this sensational new Dianthus. 10 
inches, in bloom April-November, brilliant crimson red double flowers 
of good size and substance, compact growth of blue-grey foliage. 


*DICENTRA formosa Sweetheart—12-15 inches, everblooming white bleeding 
heart, fragrant, shade. g.c. — $1.25. 
spectabilis—the old fashioned bleeding heart. g.c. — $1.00.

DIPLACUS hybrids—these native plants are rather like a Penstemon in habit 
and are probably slightly tender, especially when young. They range 
from pure white through beige, pink, salmon, to deep wine red. They 
bloom freely and constantly through summer and fall and should be 
sheared halfway in the fall. g.c. 

ECHINACEA (formerly Rudbeckia) purpurea 

Golden Storm—2-2\% ft., this is comparatively new and very good, with 
masses of golden yellow flowers and a heavy central cone of sooty black 
in early fall, good cut. g.c. 

The King—Large 4 inch star-like dusty rose flowers with dark central cone 
on 4-5 foot stiff stems, excellent cut, sun. Gives a distinctly stylized and 
modernistic effect. g.c. 

White Lustre—2-3 f{t., pure white starlike flowers with dark central cone. 
Established plants have 10-15 stalks. g.c. 

ERIGERON Wuppertal—New. By all odds the best Erigeron we’ve seen—larger 
flowers, more distinct blue lavender. 114-2 feet, good cut. g.c. 

ERIOGONUM—Wild Buckwheat—This group of drought resistant native plants 
should be used more. We have limited stock of 6 or 8 varieties; some 
have been tried out here, others have not. As a group most have inter- 
esting greyish foliage and various types of flowers—pinks, yellows, reds, 
whites, many of which are excellent for winter bouquets and flower 
arrangements. g.c. — $1.00. 

ERYSIMUM Menziesti—admired by all who saw it last year. Starts bloom in 
January and continues until very cold weather. Keep seed pods cut. ‘The 
plant makes a mound | foot high and wide and covers itself with fra- 
grant, creamy chartreuse flowers. 4's. 

pulchellum--lovely bright green foliage and bright yellow flowers. 6-8 
inches, spring. 4’s. 

*+EUPHORBIA myrsinites—spreading and trailing, with striking blue-green stiff 
foliage and chartreuse flower heads in spring and summer. Sun or part 
shademe.c: 

FELICIA aethiopica (blue marguerite) —11% ft. high and about 3 ft. spread. 
This is a distinct improvement over the old pale blue Felicia. A pure 
mid-blue daisy about size:of a quarter in profusion April to Oct. 4's. 

{FESTUCA ovina var. glduca—excellent blue-grey ornamental grass to 8 inches. 
Can be used as spécimen ‘accent or for ground cover. Fairly drought- 
resistant, Fts. — $4.50" 7

summer, from good evergreen basal rosettes of leaves, shade. g.c. 


GAILLARDIA grandiflora—2 feet, cuts well, profuse bloom April to November. 
Variety Burgundy comes from seed and is not entirely true to color but 
all are good, full sun. g.c. 
Burgundy—deep wine-red. 
Sun-God—pure yellow, very free bipoming. 


GAZANIA Copper King—huge orange yed flowers in winter and again in sum- 
mer, grey green much cut foliagef a very handsome plant. g.c. — $1.00. 
Hybrids—large-flowered in shades of yellows, roses, bronzes, with interest- 
ing markings at base of petals. g.c. 


Pure Yellow—with no central zone, very large long-stemmed flowers. g.c. 


tGENISTA tinctoria fl. pl.—at last we have a good stock of this fine creeping or 
trailing plant. Not over 10 inches high, it spreads for 3-4 feet flat on the 
ground, is semi- deciduous, and in spring is literally smothered in golden- 
yellow flowers. g.c. — $1.00. 


GLAUCIUM flavwm—an excellent orange-yellow poppy, makes a spread of 
feet and is about 214 feet tall, glaucous foliage, g.c. 


GONOSPERMUM (canariensis?) —variety name doubtful. This is a very lovely 
grey foliage plant with ferny leaves, to 3 feet, slightly tender to frost. 
g.c. — $1.00. 


GYPSOPHILA— 
Bristol Fairy—graceful airy mounds of double white flowers May and June, 
excellent cut flower, to 3 feet high and wide. g.c. — $1.00.

Apricot double--new, lovely double apricot flowers, bright shiny green 
foliage. 

Ben Nevis—flattest grower of all and slower, deep yellow with dark center. 

Boule de Feu (Fireball) —double red, blooms last all day and have longer 
season. 

3all of Gold—same as above only double yellow. 

Brunette—pale dusty red, deep scalet center. 

Buttercup—clear golden-yellow, brjght light green foliage, this one holds 
bloom all day. 

Goldilocks—largest blooms of all, bright yellow, medium grey foliage 

Saint Mary’s—pure white. 

Seattle—bronze. 

Stanford—cardinal-red. 

Sunlite—new, bright green shiny foliage and lovely large sunny yellow 
flowers. Stock limited. 

Wisley Primrose—lovely large pale primrose yellow flowers, medium grey 
foliage.
